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BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

NOVELTY - A converter converts the audio signal to 
Morse or Braille code signal 

which is output by LED (107) or vibrator . The Morse or 
Braille code signal 

input from input key is converted to audio signal by 
another converter and is 
then transmitted. 

USE - For portable terminal, telephone used by deaf and 
blind person. 

ADVANTAGE - Since the audio signal is converted to 
signal which deaf and blind 

person can recognize, it is more effective for deaf and 
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blind persons to use 

telephones and portable terminals. DESCRIPTION OF
